Some Big Hailstones. 


Hailstones vary greatly in size. In 
ordinary storms, they weigh from for- 
ty-six to ono hundred and twenty 
grains. It may bo interesting to notice 
some of tho largest on record. Hoi- 
inshcd (who is, however, a persistent 
wonder-monger) says that hailstones 
as large as eggs fell in England In tha 
year 1202, -during the reign of John; 
and that in tho twentieth year of that 
of good King Alexander III. of Scot* 
land (1269) there arose "great winds, 
with storms of such immeasurable hail- 
stones, that many towns were thrown 
down"..by their violence, and fires 
spread throughout the kingdom "burn 
ing up stooplcs with such force of fire 
that the bells wore in divers places 
melted." Those of the Abbey of Aber- 
brothoek (Arbroath) wero thus de- 
stroyed. In 1339. while Edward ILL 
was marching near Chartres, In France, 
his army was so much injured by a 
storm of immense hailstones that he 
concluded pence. Count do Mezcray 
relates that when Louis XII. of Fiance 
made \riir against tho Pope and carried 
his army into Italy (1510) bluish hail- 
stones descended during a thunder- 
storm which weighed about ono hun- 
dred pounds! On June 21, 1545, there 
fell in Lancashire " hailstones as big as 
men's fists, which had divorso prints 
in them, some likp gun-holes." On the 
7th Juno, 1573, in Northamptonshire, 
some were found which measured six 
inches in circumference; and on tho 
29th 
of 
April, 
1697, 
a 
storm 
passed over Cheshire and Lancashire, 
daring which hailstones 
weighing 
e%ht ounces and measuring nine inches 
in circumference felt. Hertfordshire, 
on the 4th of May in tho sarao year, 
was visited by a shower of hail which 
killed several persons. Tho stones wore 
fourteen inches in circumference. M. 
Parent relates that hailstones as big as 
a man's list, and weighing from nine 
and n half to twelve nnd thrpe-quartor 
ounces, fell in Le Perohe on May1 15, 
1703. Pass ing over many recorded nnd 
perhaps doubtful instances such as tho 
above, we learn that during a hailstorm 
at Constantinople on October 6, 1831, 
there foil stones weighing more thaft 
ono pound. Similar stones are said to 
have been picked up In May, 1821, at 
Palcstrina, Italy. Mocks of ice foil at 
Cazortn, in Spain, on Juno 6, 1820* 
which weighed four and a half pounds 
and in tho south of Franco, during the 
latter part of October, 18-14, aomo fel 
which weighed eleven pounds. 
Aftei 


a hailstorm on May 8, 1802, In Hungary, 
a piece of ice was found which measurct 
more than three feet both in length tine 
in width, with a thickness of two and a 
quarter feet. To conclude this list, a 
hailstone is said to have fallen in the 
reign o( Tippoo Saib which was the size 
of an elephant! It is possible that many 
of those so-called gigantic hailstonoi 
were simply masses of Ice composed o: 
a collection of hailstones agglomerated 
together in some hollow space into 
which they had fallen, and where they 
may have remained for some time aftci 
the general fall of hailstones had melt- 
ed and disappeared.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

This requires 
labor, nnd the wind swings the label 
which wears into tho bark, and unless 
the wire ia quite stout it ultimately 
cracks off. A cheaper, easier, more 
secure and safer label for the tree is to 
put tho zinc plate into narrow strips, 
wider at the end to bo written on, and 
flarrowat the end to wind around the 
ftranch. Tho wind does not rattle it, 
and the concentric coil expands as the 
Jlmb grows. 


—A Tribune, inquirer asks "-how to 


waterproof canvas stack covers made 
of unbleached muslin." I have used 
the following method for over tea 
years, on touts, awnings and wagon 
covers, which not only renders the ma- 
terial waterproof but mold proof as 
well, nnd, to a satiafactory extent, lire 
proof: Take common rosin soap, dis- 
solve in cold water to tho consistency 
of paint, givo it a good coat thoroughly 
rubbed in. let dry fortv-eight hours, 
then soak in alum water for another 
forty-eight hours, occasionally turning 
tho cloth so as to expose every part to 
tho action of tho alum; dry, and tho 
article is ready.

peated at least onco in two years when 
used and exposed to tho weather, ns an 
awning usually is. Costis trilling. Will
